THE LYNBROOK FLYER 


Fleet Runners Will Show Their 
Wares On Indoor Track 
at New York City.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28—The army 
that travels on its stomach and 
the soldier who sleeps on his watch 
may have a new gymnast in the 
act of tomorrow night in the run­ 
ner who wins on his elbow. The 
elbow, you know, used to be some­ 
thing at which one kept old family 
retainers and beautiful women, al­ 
though I don’t mind saying that I 
almost never use my elbow on the 
latter. 
That, however, has little to do 
with the fact that Lloyd Hahn will 
race the Herr Doktor Peltzer and 
Ray Conger tomorrow night, except 
that both of the latter somehow 
were born with a complete set of 
elbows. This not only lends them 
an air of distinction but gives the 
defeated runner a chance to ex­ 
plain in full. The current indoor 
season has been rife, as we say at 
the fruit stand, with stories of 
this kind and, in a spirit of help­ 
fulness, I suggest that when they 
run their mile of the century to­ 
morrow night they have Elbows 
McFadden, the old lightweight, as 
one of the judges at the finish. 
Elbow Matches 
In this way, it is hoped to elim­ 
inate the ‘long count” that follow­ 
ed in the wake of these contests: 
Ray Dodge versus the Herr Dok- 
tor’s elbow. 
Lloyd Hahn verus Ray Conger’s. 
It may or may not be significant 
that the runner who won both of 
these races was generously con­ 
ceded a victory in the elbow' con­ 
test by the defeated runner; so that 
it might appear that Hahn is tak­ 
ing on at least one elbow too many 
tomorrow night. But the experts, 
after due deliberation, have decid­ 
ed that an elbow operates rear­ 
ward only and that Hahn will be in 
the rear like a front door step. 
They have him all set to exact 
due revenge on his boy friend, 
Conger, who made him w’alk home 
in that tamous 1,000 yard event at 
Kansas City. They also think he 
knows too much about indoor run­ 
ning for the Doktor. The latter, in 
making his world’s 
1,500 
metre 
record against Nurmi and Wide, 
was running at the rate of about 
4.10 for the mile, but this distance 
not only is a little long for him but 
the average indoor track also is a 
little short for his stride. 
Peltzer Ready 
Peltzer is “ready,” according to 
the word that comes from his 
training quarters at Georgetown 
university, but conditions and dis­ 
tances are too much to Hahn's

The race should be the climax of the indoor traek season, no mat­ 
ter who wins. The make-up of the field is uncertain, for Lloyd Iiahn 
has been quoted as saying he wotdd never run against Ray Conger. 
The latter is at tile peak of good form, and has one victory over Dr. 
Peltzer already to his credit. 
Lloyd Hahn ran up a string of 32 consecutive victories before Con­ 
ger caught him in Kansas City. It was unfortunate that Hahn should 
have felt that he had been fouled, for the Iowa State runner not only 
defeated the Nebraskan, but set a new world’s record for 1,000 yards. 
Hahn walked to the finish and later lodged a protest with the A. A. U. 
“Conger is not a sportsman,” said Hahn afterwards. 
These grudges merely serve to lend interest to the proceedings, if 
you like your running with a bit of spice. 
Ray Dodge and Doc Peltzer collided on one of the Madison Square 
Garden turns in the Millrose games, and the American claimed after­ 
words that he had been foaled. He and the German were supposed to 
be running a grudge race in Chicago as a result, but Conger stepped in 
and took the play away from both of them by winning. Dr, Peltzer 
defeated Dodge for a second time, which should satisfy Ray* for the 
time being. 
The track will be all elbows lf the German starts in the same race 
with Conger, Dodge and Hahn. 
If many more raees are marred by fouls or claims of foul, it may 
be necessary for the referee to warn the contestants and issue a set of 
instructions before the starting gun, just as the referee of a prize-fight 
lays dowti the law in mid-ring before the opening bell. 
It doesn’t take much of a nudge to throw a runner off his stride, 
and when you are running against Lloyd Hahn or Doc Peltzer a stride 
Is a long way to be behind. 
Trying to catch up with either of them 
within a mile or so is a job for any runner. 
The German, I believe, worries less about his stride than Hahn. He 
gallops along with all his might, whereas the Nabraskan gives the im­ 
pression of studious pace and accuracy of timing, somew’hat reminis­ 
cent of the great Paavo Nurmi. 
Nurmi, incidentally, is going in for the longer runs. He wants to 
try the marathon at next summer’s Olympics, but his advisors are like­ 
ly to urge him to confine his activities to the 1,500, 3,000, 5,000 and 
10,000 metre runs as w ell as the terne race and the cross country. Paavo 
won four such events in 1924. 
Both Dr. Peltzer and Lloyd Hahn have iii mind the 800 and 1,500 
metres at Amsterdam. The German will be much better out of doors, 
where his tremendous stride need not be clipped to suit the vagaries 
of a banked board traek.
